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THE  DEAN'S  REPORT. 


Mr.  President— During  the  fifty-eight  years 
that  have  elapsed  since  the  origin  of  the  med- 
ioal  department  in  1834,  there  have  been  reg- 
istered on  its  record  of  students  10,108  names, 
and  2926  students  have  been  graduated,  viz: 
2701  in  medicine*' and  225  in  pharmacy. 

Beginning  in  1834  with  eleven  students, this 
number  culminated  in  404  students  in  1861, 
declined  in  1875  to  only  105,  and  vherealt  r 
gradually  increased  u  til  in  1891  there  were 
407,  the  greatest  number  ever  regntered.  The 
number  registered  during  the  present  session 
was  415,  thus  surpassing  the  unprecedented 
record  of  the  preceding  session,  and  thus 
maintaining  our  position  in  the  foremost; 
rank  of  all  the  numerous  medical  colleees 
south  of  Philadelphia  and  Chicago.  Our 
medical  department  is  no:  only  the  mast 
prosparous,  but  also  the  oldest  and  most  fa- 
mous medieal  college  in  the  great  Soutnwest. 

My  last  annual  report  presented  manj  and 
conclusive  proofs  that  the  continuous  in- 
crease of  our  prosperity  and  reputation  were 
due  to  unceasing  and  successful  efifjrts  to  im- 
prove our  educational  resources,  and  to  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  our  graduates,  and 
thereby  their  power  t>  contribute  to  the  wel 
fare  of  the  people.  Daring  the  present  ses- 
sion all  past  improvements  have  been  fully 
maintained,  and,  among  several  evidences  of 
proerese,  three  will  b3 cited:  1.  Thenumbsr 
of  our  important  corps  of  clinical  teachers 
has  been  increased.  2.  While  all  of  the 
ninety-six  medical  graduates  of  1892  have 
studied  medicine  at  least  three  years  and 
have  attended  not  less  than  two  collegiate 
oouree3,  yet  the  present  session  is  the  first 
one  in  the  history  of  our  college  when  more 
than  half  (51)  of  our  graduates  have  atteaded 
either  three  or  four  or  even  five  annual  £e  ssions. 
3  The  number  of  students  (77)  who  ap- 
plied for  partial  examination  at  the  close  of 
this  their  second  annual  course,  and  who  are 
not  to  be  graduated  until  the  close  of  at  least 
their  third  session  is  more  than  twice  the 
average  number  (34)  of  the  preceding  five 
years— 1887-1891.  These  facts  furnish  grati- 
fying evidence  that  our  college  is  approach- 
ing the  date  when,  without  grave  financial 
risk,  every  student  oan  be  required  to  attend 
at  least  three  annual  sessions  in  order  to 
be  graduated,  and  thus  their  own  efficiency

Although  a  record  of  past  progress, 
crowned  wif,h  present  efficiency,  prosperity 
and  good  repute,  is  very  gratifying,  yet  there 
is  now  amp'e  cause  to  contemplate  the  future 
of  the  me  lioal  department  with  still  greater 
satisfaction. 

My  annual  report  of  1888,  as  also  of  every 
subsequent  year,  called  public  attentijn  to 
the  great  need  of  the  mediaal  department  for 
a  larger  and  better  building  to  supply  espe- 
cially the  numerous  laboratories  which  mod- 
ern progress  has  rendered  indispensable  to 
the  highest  medi3al  culture.  Attention  was 
a'so  called  to  the  probability  that  the  needed 
funds  would  never  be  supplied  unless  by  some 
Southern  philanthropist,  as  appreciative  of 
the  needs  of  medical  education,  as 
Vanderbilt,  Carnegie,  Hoagland  and  a 
few  of  other  Northern  philanthropists 
had  proved  themselves  to  be.  And  the  ob- 
vious but  unappreciated  fact  was  urged  that 
the  supreme  dependence  of  happiness  and 
prosperity  on  heahh  rendered  donations  for 
medioai  education  pre-eminently  donations 
for  the  public  good. 

Oa  May  9,  1891,  a  most  memorable  date  for 
the  medical  department,  the  vague  hope  of 
1888  was  realized,  for  on  this  day  was  do- 
nated a  sum  sufficient  to  supply  the  re- 
quired buildings;  provided  that  the  board 
of  administrators  would  provide  a  suit- 
able site.

The. new 
building  will  provide  not  only  much  larger 
and  better  rooms  lor  lectures  and  recitations, 
but  best  of  all  spacious  and  well  equipped 
laboratories  for  chemistry  and  pharmaoy, 
for  anatomy,  mioroscopy  and  bacteriology, 
for  physiology  and  pathology.  The  plans 
have  been  completed,  work  will  soan  be  be 
gun,  the  building  will  be  completed  and 
transferred  to  the  medioai  faculty  in  March, 
1893,  and  in  the  following  Ootober  its  doors 


will  be  opened  to  rur  students,  and  give  to 
them  advantages,  challenging,  in  comparison, 
tho.ce  given  by  a  verv  few,  and  these  the  very 
best  medical  colleges  of  Northern  cities. 

The  grave  responsibility  of  expending  the 
donation!  so  as  best  to  provide  the  means 
needful  to  medical  education,  is  imposed  on 
the  board  of  ad  miristrator?,  while  the  more 
onerous  responsibility  of  utilizing  these  means 
to  the  greatest  advantage  of  medical  educa- 
tion rests  npon. the  medical  faculty.  Special 
reasons  give'to  th^se  responsibilities  unusual 
sanctity. 

The  generous  gift  has  been  bestowed,  not 
to  benefit  any  individual  or  any  corporate 
body,  but  to  benefit  *be  people,  and  to 
greatsc-t  extent  the  people  Of  New  Oj  leans,  i 
The  cause  of  education  is  assuredly  the  cause 
of  the  people,  and  yet,  while  great  and 
numerous  gifts  have  been  bestowed  on  "his 
cause,  very  rare  indeed  have  been  the  gifts 
to  medical  education.  Does  medical  educa 
tion  involve  the  welfare  of  the  people? 
Medical  education  is  obviously  the 
foremost  representative  on  the  one  hand, 
of  the  cause  of  science  and  on  the  other  of 
the  cause  of  health. 

One  of  England's  prime  ministers  and 
greatest  statesmen,  discussing  the  causes  of 
the  progress  of  civilization,  deliberately  de- 
clared that  "scien  ce,  in  the  last  fifty  years,  has 
had  much  more  effect  in  moulding  the  world 
than  any  political  causes  and  has  changed 
the  position  and  prospects  of  mankind  more 
than  all  the  conquests  and  all  the  codes  and 
all  the  legislators  that  ever  lived."  A 
philosopher,  as  able  as  was  this  statesman, 
has  declared  4T  do  not  know  whether  health 
or  knowledge  contributes  most  to  the  pros- 
peiity  of  a  nation,  but  no  nation  can  prosper 
which  doesnot  equally  promote  both;  tbey 
should  be  deemed  twin  iorces,  for  either  of 
them  without  the  other  has  only  half  the 
power  for  good  that  it  should  have  "  In  a 
preceding  annual  report,  the  present  dean 
claimed  that  there  is  no  knowledge  from  which 
mankind  derives  greater  and  more  wide  spi  e  d 
good  than  the  knowledge  of  medical  science. 
On  it  depend*  the  alleviation  of  the  agony  of 
death,  the  restoration  of  the  sick  to  happi- 
ness and  usefulness  and  of  still  greater 
moment,  the  prevention  of  disease,  the  pre- 
servation of  health,  and  thereby  the  vigorous 
promotion  of  happiness,  of  wealth  and  of 
morality.  ^nd  I  now  maintain  that 
medical  science  promotes  the  welfare  of  the 
people  to  greater  extent  than  any  other 
science  and  therefore  that  medical  education 
merits,  far  ofterer  than  heretofore  bestowed, 
donations  such  as  is  the  one  1  now  com- 
memorate with  joy  and  gratitude. 

The  responsibilities  attached  to  our  dona- 
tion gain  additional  weight  from  the  knowl- 
edge that  this  gift  is  not  an  insignificant 
fraction  of  superfluous  millions,  but  is  a  large 
part  of  a  mode9t  fortune.  And.  therefore, 
that  this  gifc  forcibly  illustrates  trie  noble 
morality  which  recognizes  that  wealth  is  a 
trust  for  the  good  of  others  as  well 
as  of  one's  self.  On  the  culture 
and  growth  or  this  moral  sentiment  largely 
depends  the  future  of  our  present  civiliza- 
tion. i;s  defense  from  the  fatal  sophistries  of 
socialism,  now  civilization's  most  threatening 
foe. 

An  additional  reason  remains  to  orown  the 
responsibilities  attached  to  our  donation  with 
a  tenderer  sacredness.  This  donation  comes 
from  the  generous  hand  and  loving  heart 


of  a  woman;  a  woman  able  to  appreoia'e  the 
worth  and  the  needs  of  medical  education, 
that  special  education  which  has  no  repre- 
sentative throughout  the  South,  more  deserv- 
ing and  more  famous  than  is  her  beloved  and 
honored  husband  ;  a  woman  whose  daily  life 
among  her  own  loved  and  loving;  people.  i*  a 
more  touching  and  persuasive  tribute  to  the 
Christian's  faith  than  any  uttered  or  written 
words,  however  learned,  however  eloquent. 

The  sacred  responsibilities  imposed  on  the 
board  of  administrators  and  on  the  medical 
faculty  will  surely  be  fu'fil  ed;  the  benefits  to 
result"  therefrom  are  inestimable  and  will  be 
permanent,  and  these  benefits  to  others  wiil 
prove  to  be  the  most  welcome  and  the  most 
enduring  testimonials  to  the  generosity,  to 
the  worth,  and  to  the  union  of  the  two  names 
that  now  stand  first  on  the  roll  of  honor  of 
the  medical  depaitment. 

Graduates  of  1892;  The  knowledge  you 
have  acquired  imposes  on  you  one  important 
obligation,  to  which  your" attention  is  now 
called,  because  this  obligation  is  often  insuffi- 
ciently appreciattd.  It  is  the  paramount 
du"y  of  every  physician  to  do  his  utmost  to 
prevent  disease,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  his 
livelihood  depends  on  profits  due  to  disease. 

Never  before  in  man's  history  have  there 
been  such  assuringpromises  of  the  triumph  of 
medic&l  science  in  preventing  disease.  The 
glorious  dawn  of  happier  days  can  now  be 
plainly  seen,  when  suffering  humanity  will 
oe  given  far  better  means  to  rescue  itself 
from  the  unspeakable  pain  and  sorrow  in- 
flicted by  mankind's  wortt  foes,  the  catching 
disease?. 

Four  centuries  ago  Columbus  discovered  a 
small  American  island,  many  years  aftsr, 
Spanish,  FreDch  and  English  pionetrs  settled 
the  coast  of  the  mainland,  and  centuries 
af  er  the  American  continents  were  rescued, 
buo  even  yet  only  in  part,  from  barbarism 
and  worthlessness  to  man's  progress,  and 
dedicated  to  civilization,  and  the  benefits  to 
humanity  have  already  been  incalculable. 
In  1796  Jenner  discovered  vaccination  as  a 
preventive  to  that  horrible  scourge,  small- 
pox, and,  since  nature  never  works  by  isolated 
accidents  but  always  by  general  laws,  this 
discovery  was  as  significai  t  of  an  undiscov- 
ered realm  of  knowledge  as  Columbus'  dis- 
covery of  one  island  was  indicative  of  un- 
known continents.  Beneficent  as  was  the  dis- 
covery of  Columbus,  I  am  convinced  that 
Jenner's  discovery  will  yet  prove  to  be  the 
origin  of  stii  1  greater  blessings  to  mankind. 

Led  on  by  those  mighty  captains  of  science, 
Pasteur  and  Koch  deserving  more  fame  than 
Cortez  or  Pizarro,  many  pioneers,  chiefly 
German,  French  and  English  have,  as 
it  were,  made  firm  settlements  on  the 
coast  of  the  mainland,  and  the  day  is  ap- 
proaching when  medical  science  will  invade 
and  conquer  all  of  the  awful  realm  of  the 
catching  diseases,  and  give  mankind  power 
wholly  to  prevent  their  horrible  devastation. 

What  has  already  been  done  is  ample  guar- 
antee of  what  will  yet  be  done.  Of  various 
proofs  that  could  be  cited  one  must  suffice. 
Puerperal  fever,  a  brutal  and  destructive 
monster,  depriving  husbands  of  their  wives, 
and  the  most  helpless  inl ants  of  a  mother's 
love  and  care,  does  not  now  destroy  even  one 
mother  where  barely  ten  years  ago  it  de- 
stroyed fifty. 

Youth  is  apt  to  yearn  for  opportunity  to  do 
the  deeds  that  give  men  fame  and  to  mourn 
that,  in  this  utilitarian  age,  there  are  no  longer 
ferocious  giants  or  fiery  dragons  or  other 


monsters  to  destroy;  no  longor  unfoitutiate 
knights  or  beautiful  maidens  to  resoue  from 
captivity  and  deatb;  no  lorger  any  opportuni- 
ties to  do  heroic  deeds.  I  would  impress  you 
to  tte  contrary,  that  this  world  ot  suffering 
and  of  sin  ia  still  full  of  great  opportunities; 
full  of  monsters  as  horrid  as  the  hydra  wiih 
two  heads  sprouting  for  every  one  severed, 
»itd  more  destructive  than  any  nionsfei\3  of 
mythology;  full  of  the  innocent  and  helpless, 
who  can  be  rescued  from  captivity  and  (tenth. 
Neither  Herrules  or  King  Amour,  neither 
Richard  ot  the  Lion's  Heart  or  Bayard,  with- 
out fear  and  without  reproach,  had  more  op- 
portunities than  hare  you  to  do  great  deeds. 
The  worst  monsters  that  ever  ravaged  man- 
kind still  capture  and  devour  up,  although 
these  monsters  can  be  vanquished.  The  fa- 
miliar names  of  some  of  them  are  consump- 
tion, diphtheria,  scarlet,  typhoid  end  yellow 
fever,  cho'era,  drunkenness.  To  wage  war 
sgainst  such  murderous  monsters,  as  are 
these,  your  faculty  has  girded  on  your  armor, 
has  kigne  d  your  commissions  as  leaders  of 
the  people  and  now  urges  you  to  assume  jour 
proper  post  among  them,  teaching  and  lead- 
ing them  to  their  own  defer  sa  from  the  at- 
tacks of  mankind's  most  destructive  foes — 
dirt,  drunkenness  and  disease. 
■  Teach  the  people  thfct  science  has  con- 
clusively proved  that  sickness  and  death  by 
the  catching  diseases  are  very  surely  not 
due  to  the  will  of  a  pitiless  God,  bnt  surely 
to  man's  fatal  igEorance  and  negligence  of 
the  laws  of  nature's  God.  Teach  the  people 
that  to  conquer  diseaee  necessitates  organ- 
ized wartare  against  it — suoh  warfare  as  they 
have  organized  to  prevent  their  own  injury 
by  lesser  evils  than  diseaee,  such  as  by  tires, 
by  thieves  and  murderers,  by  Indian  and 
other  marauders,  by  hostile  armies  and  navies. 

Teach  the  people  that  while  the  pagans, 
who  made  ancient  Rone  mistress  of  the 
world,  established  that  ''the  health  of  the 
people  is  the  supreme  law,"  we  modern 
Christians  neither  appreciate  nor  execute  this 
law.  So  enlighten  the  peop'e  that  they  may 
become  conscious  of  the  oisastrous  neg:ect  of 
the  interests  of  public  health  by  their  own 
governments,  whether  municipal,  State  or 
Federal.  In  and  out  of  season  proclaim  the 
shameful  fact  that,  in  behalf  of  the  moment- 
ous researches  now  being  prosecuted  to  pre- 
vent the  catching  diseases  and  destined  to 
confer  on  humanity  the  greatest  ot  all  boons, 
we,  the  boastful  people  of  the  United  States, 
refuse  such  aid  as  is  liberally  given  by  the 
governments  of  enlightened  emperors  and 


kings;  and  while  lagging  behind  all  the  fore- 
most nations  of  the  earth  we  yet  greedily 
make  use  of  all  that  other  nations  contribute. 

Proclaim  everywhere  that  while  the 
United  States  does  lib?  rally  and  wise- 
ly contribute  to  researches  for  pre- 
venting the  catching  diseases  of  plants  and 
animals  remunerative  to  the  farmer,  invehti 
gating  diseases  of  cattle,  of  hogs  and 
even  of  the  caterpillar  that  ravages  our 
cotton  crop,  yet  that  even  our  billion  dollar 
Congress  did  not  give  one  dollar  to  investi- 
gate those  diseases  of  man  which  annually 
destroy  many  thousands  of  men,  women  and 
children,  and  which  can  be  prevented. 

Never  will  such  6hame  to  a  great  nation  be 
effaced— never  will  such  wrongs  which,  we, 
the  people,  inflict  upon  ourselves,  be  righted 
— until  the  medical  profession  has  so  enlight- 
ened the  people  that  their  official  representa- 
tives wiil  represent  the  people's  knowledge 
and  not,  as  now,  theii  ignorance.  In  this 
great  battle  fcr  the  people  against  disease  let 
there  be  no  laggard  among  you.  Prove  your- 
selves to  be  brave,  active  and  competent 
leaders,  and  by  your  deeds  add  lustre  to  the 
motto  of  your  alma  mater,  stamped  upon 
the  diploma  of  every  one  of  you, 
— non  sibi  sed  6uis — 'not  for  ore's  self  but 
for  one's  own  people',  remembering  that  your 
profession  firmly  hold*  the  broad  and  noble 
faith  of  the  brotherhood  of  mankind,  and 
therefore  that  the  physician's  own  people  in 
eludes  humanity. 

In  behalf  of  the  medical  faculty.  I  now  con- 
gratulate $ou  cordially  upon  your  satisfac- 
tory examinations  and  your  entrance  to  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions.  I 
thank  you  gratefully  for  the  attention,  cour- 
tesy and  generous  consideration  cheerfully 
given  to  the  dean  and  all  in  authority  over 
you,  and  sympathizing  in  the  glad  welcome 
that  awaits  your  return  to  your  homes  and 
wishing  you  the  happiness  and  prosperty  you 
deserve,  I  feeder  to  you,  once  our  pupils, 
now  our  confreres,  and  always  our  friends, 
the  official  farewell  cf  your  faculty.

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  institution,  founded  in  1834  as  the  "  Medical  College  of  Louisiana," 
became  in  1847  the  "  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Louisiana,"  and  in 
1884  the  "  Medical  Department  of  the  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana."  It  is  the 
oldest  medical  college  in  the  Southwest,  and  has  the  greatest  number  of  alumni 
and  of  students.  To  April,  1892,  it  had  registered  the  names  of  10,108  students, 
and  of  these  it  had  conferred  diplomas  on  2926 — namely,  on  2701  graduates  in 
medicine,  and  225  graduates  in  pharmacy. 

As  memorable  as  has  been  the  progress  of  the  Medical  Department,  recent 
donations  ensure  its  still  greater  usefulness  and  prosperity.  In  October,  1893,  the 
Medical  Department  will  occupy  a  new  site  twice  the  size  of  the  present  one,  and 
only  two  squares  from  the  Charity  Hospital,  and  thereon  a  new  building,  which 
will  provide  ample  accommodation  for  larger  classes,  and  for  all  the  needs  now 
demanded  by  medical  education;  larger  and  better  lecture  and  recitation  rooms, 
ample  and  well-equipped  laboratories  for  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  Anatomy, 
Histology,  Bacteriology,  Physiology  and  Pathology.  The  addition  of  these 
laboratories  to  the  unrivaled  advantages  given  by  the  Charity  Hospital  will 
enable  the  Medical  Department  to  provide  its  students  with  still  greater  facilities 
for  their  medical  education,  facilities  unsurpassed  by  any  medical  college  in  the 
United  States. 

The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  department,  now  in  the  fifty- 
ninth  year  of  its  existence,  will  begin  on  Monday,  October  17,  1892.  The  com- 
mencement will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  April  5,  1892.  The  first  two  weeks  of  the 
term  will  be  devoted  especially  to  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and 
Gynaecology,  in  the  wards  and  amphitheatre  of  the  Charity  Hospital;  Practical 
Chemistry  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor;  and 
Practical  Anatomy  in  the  spacious  and  well  ventilated  anatomical  rooms  of  the 
University. 

The  peculiar  feature  of  the  school  is  its  unequaled  hospital  and  anatomical 
advantages,  to  which  the  faculty  would  direct  the  special  attention,  not  only  of 
medical  students,  but  also  of  graduates  of  other  schools. 

Clinical  Instruction  at  the  Charity  Hospital. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  without  abundant  anatomical  and  clinical 
material,  no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent  its  professors,  can 
possibly  fit  its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to 
,  state  that  it  is  only  in  large  cities  that  such  advantages  can  be  procured;  but  it  is 
of  paramount  importance  that  the  opportunities  there  afforded  should  be  properly 
utilized;  that  the  students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher, 
to  examine  patients  for  themselves,  to  keep  record  of  cases,  to  note  daily  changes 
which  may  occur,  and  thus  acquaint  themselves  by  personal  observation  with  the 
progress  and  termination  of  diseases  and  accidents.  The  mere  introduction  of  a 
patient  into  an  amphitheatre,  and  the  discussion  of  his  case  by  the  professor  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  class,  is  no  substitute  for  bedside  instruction,  such  as  is  offered 
by  the  great  Charity  Hospital  of  New  Orleans;  and  no  reduction  of  lecture  fees, 
not  even  their  entire  abolition,  can  possibly  compensate  for  the  lack  of  such 
opportunities.  The  use  of  the  wards  of  this  noble  institution,  with  its  seven  fnin- 
dred  beds,  and  its  annual  occupancy  thereof  by  from  six  to  eight  thousand  patients, 
has  been  given  by  acts  of  the  Legislature  to  the  Professors  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana  for  the  practical  instruction  of  its 
students,  not  only  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  but  also  in  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecol- 
ogy. Medical  students  are  given  access  to  the  Charity  Hospital,  without  payment 
of  any  hospital  fees,  and  far  better  opportunities  for  the  study  of  diseases  therein 
than  are  usually  enjoyed  in  the  hospitals  of  other  cities.  For  the  study  of  the 
diseases  of  the  Southwest  there  is  no  field  comparable  to  the  wards  of  this  hospi- 


tal.  Between  the  buildings  of  the  Medical  Department  and  the  Charity  Hospital 
there  are  only  six  squares,  which  distance  is  readily  walked  within  six  minutes. 

The  following  table  of  7268  cases  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital, 
during  the  year  1891,  will  give  some  idea  of  the  great  advantages  possessed  bv  the 
Medical  Department  for  the  practical  study  of  Medicine  and  Surgery:

There  were  1028  deaths  and  148  births,  and  a  daily  average  of  594  in-door  pa- 
tients. In  addition  to  the  7268  "  in-door  "  patients,  there  were  16,189  "  out-door  " 
or  visiting  patients,  who  are  sent  to  the  amphitheatre  or  wards  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment.  These  16,189  "  out-door"  patients  furnished  for  instruction  the  fol- 
lowing valuable  material,  viz :  4581  Medical,  4498  Surgical,  811  Venereal  cases, 
476  Gynaecological  cases,  1346  cases  of  diseases  of  children,  1142  cases  of  the  eye, 
ear  and  throat,  1464  cases  of  minor  surgery  and  2350  cases  of  dentistry. 

The  grand  total  of  patients  in  the  Charity  Hospital  was  23,537,  of  whom  6707 
were  colored.  There  are  16  wards  for  females.  Of  the. 52  wards  in  the  Charity 
Hospital,  there  are  22  Medical,  14  Surgical,  2  Obstetrical,  and  2  Gynaecological 
wards,  2  for  children,  4  for  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  2  for  venereal  diseases, 
2  for  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  1  for  skin  diseases,  and  1  pay-ward;  and  all  these 
wards,  except  the  last  one,  are  accessible  to  students. 

It  is  manifest  that  these  facilities  tox  genuine  clinical  teaching,  which  recent 
improvements  in  the  hospital  have  greatly  increased,  are  now  unsurpassed  by  any 
medical  college  in  the  United  States,  and  that  such  advantages  in  medical  educa- 
tion are  being  more  and  more  appreciated  is  attested  by  the  increasing  size  of  the 
classes. 

Clinical  Buildings  for  Out-door  Patients. 

Among  these  recent  improvements,  the  most  important  one  is  the  erection 
upon  the  hospital  grounds,  and  the  opening  in  April,  1892,  of  two  admirable 
clinical  buildings,  exclusively  for  out-door  patients,  heretofore  disposed  of  in  the 
wards  of  the  hospital  to  the  disadvantage  both  of  in-door  and  of  out-door  patients. 

One  building  is  the  "Men  and  Boys'  Clinic,"  the  other  is  the  "Women  and 
Childrens1  Clinic."  Each  building  is  subdivided  into  eight  different  services,  and 
seven  of  these  are  alike  in  both  buildings,  viz:  A  service  for  medical  cases;  for 
nervous;  for  surgical  cases;  for  venereal  and  skin  diseases;  those  of  the  eye;  of 
the  ear,  nose  and  throat;  and  for  cases  of  dentistry.  In  addition  to  these  seven  serv- 
ices the  "  Men  and  Boys'  Clinic  "  has  a  surgical  service  for  boys,  and  the  "Women 
and  Children's  Clinic"  has  a  gynae  cologicabservice. 

These  two  new  clinical  buildings,  while  greatly  promoting  the  proper  care, 
both  of  in-door  and  of  out-door  patients,  very  greatly  increase  the  advantages 
given  to  our  students  and  graduates  for  the  practical  study  of  diseases  generally, 
and  particularly  of  specialties. 

All  the  professors  are  Attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital,  and 
visit  their  wards  daily,  accompanied  by  the  students,  who  are  thus  brought  into 
immediate  contact  with  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  are  taught  practically  auscul- 
tation and  percussion,  analysis  of  urine,  the  use  of  the  microscope  in  diagnosis, 
the  application  of  dressings,  etc.  Surgical  operations  are  performed  and  lectures 
delivered  upon  selected  cases  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital. 
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Special  clinical  instruction  is  given  to  the  candidates  for  graduation,  and  to 
all  students,  who  are,  for  this  purpose,  divided  into  classes,  and  assigned  to  the 
respective  professors  and  clinical  instructors  in  c  harge  of  wards  in  the  Hospital. 
The  classes  thus  formed  interchange  courses,  so  as  to  enahle  all  students  to  enjoy 
equal  advantages.  Competent  Chiefs  of  Clinic  aid  the  clinical  teachers  in  devel- 
oping this  system  of  instruction.  The  following  professors  and  clinical  instruct- 
ors and  their  respective  chiefs  of  clinic  and  assistants  will  he  on  duty  the  ensuing 
season :

The  regular  lectures  at  the  Hospital,  on  Clinical  Medicine,  by  Professors 
Elliott  and  Jones;  on  Surgery,  by  Professors  Logan  and  Souchon ;  and  on  Ob- 
stetries  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  by  Prof.  Lewis,  will  be  delivered 
in  the  amphitheatre,  daily,  between  8:30  a.  m.  and  12  m. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class  by  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Pathological  Anatomy. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear  are  taught  in  the  eye-wards  and  amphitheatre  of 
the  Hospital  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  surgical  chair. 

Special  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  skin,  diseases  of  children,  physical 
diagnosis,  and  minor  surgery,  is  given  by  the  Lecturers  on  these  subjects. 

The  Administrators  of  the  Charity  Hospital  elect  annually,  by  competitive 
examination  in  March,  fourteen  resident  students,  who  are  entitled  to  board  and 
lodging  in  the  institution  free  of  charge.  Three  resident  students  in  the  Touro 
Infirmary  are  also  similarly  elected  annually. 

Lectures. 

Order  of  Lectures. — The  programme  will  be  so  arranged  that  the  lectures 
upon  the  elementary  branches,  taught  by  the  four  chairs  of  Chemistry,  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  and  Materia  Medica,  will  occupy  a  somewhat  larger  proportion  of 
hours  during  the  first  eleven  weeks  of  the  session  than  the  practical  studies, 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology.  On  this  account  it 
is  very  important  that  the  student  should  enter  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Didactic  Lectures. — Systematic  didactic  instruction  in  the  various  branches 
will  be  given  daily,  immediately  after  the  Hospital  clinics,  in  the  central  building 
of  the  University,  situated  on  Tulane  avenue,  between  Baronne  street  and 
University  Place.  The  means  for  illustrating  this  course  consists  of  models  in 
wood,  wax,  plaster  and  papier  mache  of  rare  and  beautiful  workmanship,  executed 
in  London,  Paris  and  Florence,  expressly  for  the  University;  a  complete  series  of 
specimens  in  materia  medica,  surgical  and  obstetrical  instruments  and  appliances, 
a  large  collection  of  natural  anatomical  preparations,  specimens  in  morbid 
anatomy  and  a  set  of  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus.  The  Professor  of 
Anatomy,  after  his  lectures,  teaches  microscopic  anatomy  with  specimens  under 
the  microscope. 

The  faculty  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  subject  of  Hygiene  has  been  added 
to  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  school.    This  course  is  obligatory  on  students.

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Requisites  for  Graduation. 

I. — The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years. 
II. — He  must  present  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  having  studied  medicine  for  at 
least  three  years,  ending  with  the  date  of  his  graduation.  One  of  these 
three  years,  if  not  passed  at  a  regular  college,  may  be  occupied  either  in 
taking  the  Preparatory  Course  of  the  Collegiate  Department  or  in  study- 
ing under  the  direction  of  a  regular  graduate. 

III.  — He  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures  and  of  dissections  in  a 

generally  recognized  medical  college,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in 
this  institution. 

IV.  — He  must  write  a  thesis  on  a  medical  subject  and  present  it  to  the  Dean  by 

March  i  of  his  last  session. 
V. — He  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Faculty. 
VI. — He  must  have  paid  in  full  all  college  dues,  including  the  graduation  fee. 

(Students  who  intend  to  present  themselves  for  examination  are  advised  to 
write  their  theses  during  the  summer  vacation.) 

Preparatory  Course. 

The  Academical  Department  of  the  University  (see  advertisement  on  last 
pages  of  this  catalogue)  offers  the  following  course,  as  preliminary  to  the  study  of 
medicine,  at  Eighty  Dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  the  Drawing  Class: 

Physics,  Chemistry  (and  in  Laboratory),  Biology  (and  with  Microscope), 
Botany,  Rhetoric,  German  and  English  Literature. 

This  course,  although  recommended  by  the  Faculty,  is  not  obligatory,  but 
will  be  received  as  equivalent  to  one  year's  study  in  a  physician's  office.

After  the  total  fees  (for  two  full  courses)  of  $305,  as  above,  have  been  paid,  no 
fees  (except  for  the  diploma  and  for  the  demonstrator)  are  required  for  subse- 
quent courses,  however  numerous.  The  payment  of  the  total  $335  (diploma  in- 
cluded) may  be  distributed  over  a  three  years' course,  as  follows,  viz. :  $115  the  first 
year,  $1  10  the  second,  and  $1  10  the  third  year.  All  fees  are  payable  in  advance. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  fees  of  the  Department  remain.the  same  as  those  of 
the  leading  medical  schools  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Considering  the  un- 
usual opportunities  afforded  for  practical  instruction,  and  the  constant  care  and 
labor  bestowed  upon  the  pupils,  the  charges  are  reasonably  low,  and  the  Faculty, 
therefore,  appeal  to  their  professional  brethren  throughout  the  South  and  West 
to  continue  their  support  to  an  institution  which  does  not  seek  to  increase  the  size 
of  its  classes  by  pecuniary  rivalry,  but  by  offering  a  full  equivalent  for  its  charges. 

Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  two  full  courses,  the  last  of  which 
was  in  this  institution,  are  thereafter  entitled  to  attend  the  lectures  without 
charge;  and  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Faculty  that  they  should  avail  them- 
selves of  this  privilege,  to  the  extent  of  at  least  one  additional  course,  before  ap- 
plying for  graduation.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  many  members  of 
the  class  (more  than  half  of  the  graduates)  annually  follow  this  course,  and  their 
high  standing  at  the  final  examinations,  their  better  preparation  for  the  practice 
of  their  professions,  and  their  more  successful  careers,  more  than  compensate 
them  for  their  longer  attendance  upon  lectures. 


As  a  still  further  inducement,  the  Faculty  will  hereafter  permit  students,  who 
have  attended  andfpaid  for  two  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  shall  have 
been  in  this  institution,  examinations  upon  one  or  more  of  the  elementary 
branches  taught  by  the  four  Chairs  of  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and 
Materia  Medica.  These  examinations,  if  successful,  will  not  be  repeated,  but  if 
the  applicant  should  fail  upon  one  or  more  of  them,  he  will  be  granted  a  second 
trial  upon  these  when  he  shall  present  himself  for  final  examination. 

Graduates  of  other  reputable  medical  colleges  are  admitted  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Department  upon  payment  of  the  matriculation  and  half  lecture 
fees;  and  are  entitled,  thereafter,  to  attend  subsequent  sessions  gratuitously. 
They  can  not,  however,  obtain  the  diploma  of  the  University  without  passing  the 
regular  examination  and  paying,  in  addition,  the  usual  graduation  fee.  Gradu- 
ates are  also  given  the  privilege  of  attending  special  courses  at  less  than  $20  each, 
provided  that  the  tickets  of  more  than  two  professors  are  purchased. 

Microscopical  Laboratory. 

A  Microscopical  Laboratory  for  the  better  study  of  normal  and  morbid  Anat- 
tomy  was  established  in  1889,  with  Dr.  P.  E.  Archinard,  a  pupil  of  Pasteur  and  of 
Koch,  in  charge.  The  fee  for  this  voluntary  course  is  $10;  and  for  Bacteriologv 
$25. 

Instruction  in  Pharmacy. 

The  Medical  Faculty  is  also  authorized  by  law  to  grant  diplomas  in  Phar- 
macy, and  has  exercised  this  privilege  since  1838,  having  now  225  graduates,  170  of 
whom  have  been  graduated  during  the  past  fifteen  years. 

These  students  are  required  to  attend  the  lectures  given  by  the  Professor  of 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  and  by  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  receiving 
practical  instruction  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory;  and  also  to  attend  the  instruc- 
tion in  Practical  Pharmacy,  given  in  the  excellent  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory, 
established  in  1887.  Instruction  in  this  Laboratory  is  graded,  and  consists  of  a 
junior  and  senior  course.  Reputable  women  are  admitted  to  the  Laboratory,  but 
not  to  the  Lecture  Rooms. 

Attendance  upon  two  such  courses  entitles  the  student  in  pharmacy  to  be  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Pharmacy;  Provided,  That  he  submits  to 
the  Dean  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  at  least  two  years'  practical  experience, 
under  the  instruction  of  a  competent  pharmacist. 

The  charge  for  the  full  course  in  pharmacy  is  $60,  or  $20  for  each  of  the  three 
branches;  and  also  $20  for  the  graduation  fee.  In  addition,  every  student  is 
required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  of  $5  (for  the  first  session  only)  and  to 
deposit  a  "  breakage  fee  "  of  $5,  to  reimburse  any  injury  needlessly  inflicted  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  and  its  contents;  and  at  the  end  of  the  session  the 
"  breakage  fee"  is  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part,  depending  on  the  charges 
incurred  by  the  student.  The  total  fees  paid  by  a  student  in  pharmacy  are,  there- 
fore, $70  for  the  first  and  $85  for  the  second  course. 

Students  in  medicine  who  take  also  the  course  in  pharmacy,  pay  only  the 
Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  fee  of  $20,  and  the  "  breakage  fee  "  of  $5;  and  this 
extra  charge  of  $25  must  also  be  paid  by  students  in  pharmacy  who  may  desire  to 
attend  more  than  two  courses  in  the  Laboratory.  Students  in  pharmacy,  as  in 
medicine,  are  not  charged  for  the  tickets  of  professors  after  attendance  upon  two 
courses. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  will  be  opened  for  instruction  on  Monday, 
October  17,  1892.

Tulane  University  admits  as  candidates  for  degrees,  the  graduates  of  col- 
leges of  established  reputation,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination.    University  students  may  elect  their  studies,  not  less  than  three. 

Tulane  College  has  four  parallel  and  equivalent  courses  of  study,  denomi- 
nated, respectively,  Classical,  Literary,  Scientific,  and  Engineering.  Each  has 
four  classes,  known  as  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  for  the  successful  accomplish- 
ment of  the  Classical  or  Literary  course,  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
for  the  completion  of  the  Scientific  or  Engineering  course. 

The  Faculty  consists  of  the  President,  Wm.  Preston  Johnston,  LL.  D.,  and 
fifteen  professors. 

The  High  School  proposes  to  give  a  solid,  practical  education,  which  shall 
fit  the  pupil  for  a  further  college  course,  or  for  an  entry  on  the  apprenticeship  of 
a  practical  career. 

There  are  two  equivalent  courses  of  study  extending  through  three  years; 
Mathematics,  English,  Drawing,  and  Manual  Training  are  required  in  all  the 
courses.  For  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Class  of  the  High  School  pupils  must 
be  twelve  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  must  be  proficient  in  Reading, 
Writing,  School  Geography,  Arithmetic  through  Percentage  and  its  applications, 
and  in  Reed  and  Kellogg's  graded  lessons  in  English,  or  in  an  equivalent  amount 
of  work  in  some  other  book. 

In  both  courses  English  and  another  language,  Mathematics,  some  Elemen- 
tary Natural  Science,  Drawing  and  Wood-working  are  taught. 

Shops  have  been  provided  for  Manual  Training  in  wood-working,  black- 
smithing,  forging  and  machine  construction.  Professor  J.  M.  Ordway  is  the 
director  of  this  mechanical  course.  He  is  assisted  by  competent  instructors  in 
drawing,  wood-working  and  iron-working. 

Ashley  D.  Hurt,  A.  M.,  is  Head  Master  of  the  High  School  and  Professor  of 
Latin.  Twentv  professors,  assistant  professors,  and  instructors  are  employed  in 
the  High  School. 

Expenses. — The  tuition  fee  to  a  session  of  nine  months  in  High  School  or 
College  is  $80,  payable  in  instalments  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter  of  the 
session.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  are  exempt  from 
tuition  fees. 

H.  SOPHIE  NEWCOMB  MEMORIAL  COLLEGE. 

"The  H.  Sophie  Newcomb  Memorial  College  in  the  Tulane  University  of 
Louisiana,  for  the  higher  education  of  white  girls  and  young  women,"  has  been 
established  as  a  department  of  Tulane  University  through  the  munificence  of 
Mrs.  Josephine  Louise  Newcomb,  of  New  York  City. 

Prof.  Brandt  V.  B.  Dixon  is  President  of  the  College,  and  is  aided  by  an 
efficient  faculty. 

The  aim  is  to  give  young  women  the  benefits  of  a  full  collegiate  course  of 
instruction  in  literature,  science  and  art,  similar  to  that  which  is  now  given  to 
young  men  by  Tulane  University.  Ample  opportunities  are  afforded  for  solid 
learning  and  for  practical  and  industrial  studies.    There  are  well  arranged  chemi- 
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cal  and  physical  laboratories,  and  in  the  Art  Department  the  best  facilities  are 
offered  for  thorough  study. 

Special  courses  are  offered  to  those  who  find  it  desirable  or  necessary  to 
restrict  their  work  to  one  or  more  branches. 

There  is  an  Academic  Department,  which  prepares  students  for  the  College. 

The  charge  for  tuition  in  the  College  is  $100,  and  in  the  Academy  $So,  par- 
able in  quarterly  instalments. 

Libraries. — Students  have  free  access  to  the  libraries  connected  with  the 
University,  containing  about  50,000  volumes. 

A  large  museum  and  an  art  gallery  are  also  open  to  the  public 

New  Orleans  offers  unusual  advantages  for  acquiring  a  practical  knowledge  of 
modern  languages.  Good  board  can  be  obtained  at  reasonable  rates  in  cultivated 
families,  selected  by  the  Faculty,  where  European  languages  are  constantly  spoken. 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Lavj  Department  was  organised  in  1847.  Under  a  series  of  distinguished 
professors  it  has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws,  granted  by  the  University,  entitles  the  person 
on  whom  it  is  conferred  to  admission  to  the  bar  of  this  State  The  Faculty  aim 
to  prepare  the  student  for  admission  to  the  bar,  not  only  in  this  State,  but  also  in 
anv  of  the  common-law  States  of  the  Union.  The  lectures  and  courses  of  study 
are  comprehensive.  Students  have  access  to  the  State  Library.  The  charge  for 
lectures  and  instruction  is  $80.  The  annual  session  begins  in  November  and 
closes  in  May.    Henry  C.  Miller,  Esq  ,  is  Dean.
